Thig is to acknowledge your Letter received at Wrigat- 
Patterson Air Force Bese on 6 Merch concerning an unidentiried 
flying object sighting in Bloomington, DTllinois, on @ March. 


The findings of the Air Technical Intelligence Center reveal 
the following: 


1. ‘Che speed of the object was too great and the duration oF 
time observed too short for it to be a satellite. 


2, The duraticn of the sighting vasa too great to have been a 
meteor. The average Life of a meteor is = second or 1538. 


2. The speed as estimated is quite hign for ony sircraft 
other than F-104 or B-56 jets. It is known that ¥-104s operate in 
+he Bloomington area and this aircraft has four lights on the tail 
structure arranged in a perimeter so they can be seen from almost 
any angle. 


h, It is the opinion of the Air Technical Intelligence Center 
that you cbserved a high-flying jet aircraft with distance and wind 
accounting for the absence of sound.
